‘*Do bicycles hurt books?” was the momen- 
tous question recently put by the New York 
7imes to a number of booksellers in New York 


City, and the weight of opinion seemed to be 
in the affirmative. 


epidemic. Though much of this wailing is per- 
haps exaggerated, it is not altogether based on 
imagination. It does not, for instance, seem 
unreasonable to assume, when confronted with 
the report that nearly $20,000,000 are invested 


in the manufacture of bicycles in and near | 


New York City alone, and that nearly 200,000 
persons in the same locality are already ad- 
dicted to wheeling, that the ‘‘ wheel” does 
affect retail trades in general, and noticeably 
the book trade, which depends upon sedentary 
rather than perambulatory habits. 

However, there seems to be some hope left. 
One of the booksellers interviewed, himself an 
enthusiastic wheelman, is of the opinion that 
the present effect of bicycling on the book trade 


must be only temporary. His theory is that 


the increase of wheeling means at the same | 
time a general increase of vigor and good | 


health among the people. Once the first and 
present phase of wheeling is over, this re- 
newed vigor will exhibit itself in a practical 


manner, as the people once more return to their | 


libraries and books in better health and better 
prepared to enjoy them. Like all fads bicycling 
will reach a climax, and then the reaction will set 
How nearly that climax has been reached 
it would be rash to say; but the indications are 


in.

but all other trades that have been interviewed |

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that it is not yet in sight. The manufacturers 
of bicycles have not yet touched bottom so far 
as prices are concerned, and until they do 
there will still be millions to pass through the 
craze which for the time being is demoralizing 
the equilibrium of trade.

THE AMERICAN DRAMATISTS CLUB 
LIST. 


THE AMERICAN DRAMATISTS CLUB (Charles 
Barnard, secretary, 1440 Broadway, New 
York) have just issued the second number of 
| their ‘‘ List,’’ a standard of reference for the 
| protection of dramatic property. The ‘‘ List,” 
thoroughly revised and brought up to date, 
comprises a catalogue of plays and operas by 
American and foreign authors, produced in 
| the United States, and entitled to protection 
| under American and international law, together 
| with the names of the authors and the present 
owners, agents, and managers. 
| This publication has proved itself of the 
| utmost usefulness since the first number was 
| compiled and issued last year, when copies 
| were sent to the managers and owners of all 
| theatres, opera houses, and public halls in the 
| United States and Canada, in order to enable 
| them to avoid incurring responsibility under 
(the law for unauthorized performances of 
| plays and operas. 
| One of the main objects in preparing the 
| ‘* List” has been fully attained—it has proved 








itself a practical means of enabling the local 
| managers to distinguish the authorized owners 
|and agents from piratical and fraudulent 
swindéers, who present plays to which they 
have no title. 

A brief outline of the laws protecting the 
| ownership of plays and operas made by ex- 
Judge Dittenhoefer, the counsel of the Amer- 
ican Dramatists Club, is republished in the 
| present issue of the “‘ List.” 
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A FRENCH PLAN FOR STAMPING 
BOOKS BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


THE Paris Matin says that Dr. Paul Vigné, 
Deputy for the Hérault, and known in literary 
circles as Vigné d’Octon, will shortly bring be- 
fore the Chamber of Deputies a bill proposing 
that each copy of a published work shall be 
stamped by the state. 

He contends that a one-centime stamp placed 
upon each volume would enable an author to 
know exactly how many copies of his book had 
been printed, and would prevent such disputes 
as are now pending between M. Paul Bourget 
and M. Lemerre. 

Dr. Vigné explains that he has been at work 
for two years on his proposition, which was 
originally suggested by M. Edmond de Gon- 
court. He has consulted all the leading judg- 
ments relative to disputes between authors and 
publishers, and all these decisions convince 
him that such a system as he proposes is neces- 
sary, notwithstanding the fact that the scheme 
in a modified form had failed elsewhere. 

According to the clauses of the bill every 
time a publisher issues an edition the binder 
would take to the Ministry of the Interior a 
number of covers corresponding with the num- 
ber of volumes printed. Each cover would then 
be stamped upon payment of one centime per 
copy. The cost of this stamping could be borne 
by either the author or the publisher, or be- 
tween them in equal shares, according to their 
contract. 





THE KIOSK SCHEME AGAIN. 


ALDERMAN NOONAN on the 16th inst. with- 
drew his resolution last week introduced in the 
New York Board of Aldermen to allow ‘‘A, B, 
and C” to erect advertising news-stands under- 
neath the stairs at elevated stations. He said 
that he had since understood that that resolu- 
tion was merely a preliminary draft, and he 
offered another similar to the original one, but 
substituting for ‘‘A, B, and C” the name of 
Leon A. Klein. The resolution was referred 
to the Committee on Streets. Aldermen Ken- 
nefick and Ware denounced the scheme. 





ON MECCA’S RAGGED EDGE. 


In reply to certain criticisms made on the 
poor quality of much of the paper now used by 
publishers, George Haven Putnam in the New 
York Sun gives as the reason for that fact—a 
reason which he admits must seem to many to 
be well-nigh incredible—the decrease of relig- 
ious fanaticism on the eastern shores of the 
Mediterranean. Myriads of pilgrims used to 
cross those dreary deserts on their wav to 
Mecca, every one of them being clothed in flow- 
ing garments of finest white linen. Outof their 
number hundreds and thousands would die by 
the wayside, rendering it at one time a most 
profitable business to strip these linen garments 
from the bodies and send them to the large 
paper factories of Europe. It was from this 
source,Mr. Putnam says. that the best paper was 
obtained, but the Mohammedans no longer in 
such large numbers undertake these pilgrim- 
ages, therefore, not so many die by the way- 
side, and hence the inability to furnish so high 
a quality of paper.

But then again one might 
stumble into conversation with one small store- 
keeper afteranother, and learn that they united 
in resenting the existence of ‘‘ Thurston’s,” 
as rival farmers might join to curse a protracted 
drought. Each had his special flaming griev- 
ance. The little dry-goods dealers asked 
mournfully how they could be expected to com- 
pete with an establishment which could buy 
bankrupt stocks at a hundred different points, 
and make a profit if only one-third of the 
articles were sold for more than they would 
cost from the jobber? The little boot and shoe 
dealers, clothiers, hatters, and furriers, the 
small merchants in carpets, crockery, and fur- 
niture, the venders of hardware and household 
utensils, of leathern goods and picture frames, 
of wall-paper, musical instruments, and even 
toys—all had the same pathetically unan- 
swerable question to propound. But mostly 
they put it to themselves, because the others 
were at ‘‘ [hurston’s.”’ 

The Rev. Theron Ware had entertained 
rather strong views on this subject, and that 
only a week or twoago. One of his first ac- 
quaintances in Octavius had been the owner of 
the principal book-store in the place—a gentle 
and bald old man who produced the complete 
impression of a bibliophile upon what the 
slightest investigation showed to be only a 
meagre acquaintance with publishers’ circulars. 
But at least he had the air of loving his busi- 
ness, and the young minister had enjoyed a 
long talk with, or rather, at him. Out of this 
talk had come the information that the store 
was losing money. Not even the stationery 
department now showed a profit worth mention- 
ing. When Octavius had contained only five 
thousand inhabitants, it boasted four book- 
stores, two of them good ones. Now, with a 
population more than doubled, only these latter 
two survived, and they must soon go to the 
wall. The reason? It was in anutshell. A 
book which sold at retail for one dollar and a 
half cost the bookseller ninety cents. If it was 
at all a popular book, ‘‘ Thurston’s”’ adver- 
tised it at eighty-nine cents—and in any case &ta 
profit of only two or three cents. Of course it 
was done to widen the establishment’s patron- 
age—to bring people into the store. Equally 
of course, it was destroying the book business 
and debauching the reading tastes of the com- 
munity. Without the profits from the light 
and ephemeral popular literature of the season, 
the book-store proper could not keep up its 
stock of more solid works, and indeed could not 
long keep open at all. On the other hand, 
‘°Thurston’s”’ dealt with nothing save the de- 
mand of the moment, and offered only the 
books which were the talk of the week. Thus, 
in plain words, the book trade was going to the 
dogs, and it was the same with pretty nearly 
every other trade. 
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COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


FATE OF COPYRIGHT PROVISIONS IN THE 
LAST CONGRESS. 


THE only copyright provision left in the Leg- 
islative, Executive, and Judicial appropriation 
bill as finally passed is as follows: ‘‘ For the 
employment of twelve clerks at nine hundred 
dollars each, under the direction of the Libra- 
rian of Congress, necessary for the execution 
of the copyright law, ten thousand eight hun- 
dred dollars.”’ 


UNIFORM COPYRIGHT LAW FOR THE BRITISH 
EMPIRE. 


At the third sitting of the Congress of the 
‘Chambers of Commerce of the British Empire, 
held in London on the 11th inst., the assembly 
adopted the resolution of the London Chamber 
of Commerce on the copyright question, moved 
by F. R, Daldy, that the law of copyright 
should be uniform throughout the empire.

THOMAS ANTOINE FEREIRO RIBEIRO, a Portu-

June 15. He was born in Paroda de Gonta, 
July 1, 1851. 
HorATIO NOBLE Pym, whose death we 


alluded to briefly a couple of weeks ago, died 
May 5 at his home in Brasted, near Sevenoaks, 
Eng. He wasa member of the legal firm of 
Tathams & Pym, of London, and wrote ‘‘A 
Tour Round My Bookshelves,” ‘‘ Half Hours 
at Foxwold,” and edited the memoirs of his 
relative, Caroline Fox. 


HENRI CERNUSCHI died May 13 in Mentone, 
aged 75 years. He was one of the foremost 
champions of bi-metallism. His most impor- 
tant works are ‘‘ Réponse 4 une accusation 
portée par M. de Cavour” (1861), ‘‘ Contre le 
billet de banque” (1866); ‘‘Illusions des 


sociétés coopératives”’ (1866); ‘‘ Or et argent” 
(1874) ; ‘‘ Silver vindicated ” (1876); ‘‘ La diplo- 
matie monétaire en 1878” ; ‘‘ Le Grand Procés 
de l'Union Latine ” (1884); ‘‘ Le mécanisme de 
l’échange,” and ‘‘Le bimétallisme mnécessaire 
pour le continent, les Etats-Unis et l’Angle- 
terre.” 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


THE projected Gustav Freytag monument, 
to which we have repeatedly referred, will, 
after all, not be erected at Wiesbaden, but pre- 
sumably at Leipzig. Freytag’s valuable library 
is to be sold shortly for the sum of 20,000 
marks, to some non-German country—proba- 
bly, as usual, to America.

HENRY JONES, known to whist-players the 
world over as ‘‘Cavendish,” is in Brooklyn, 
N. Y.,as the guest of Robert H. Weems, presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn Whist Club. Mr. Jones 
will attend the sixth annual congress of the 
American Whist League, and will return to 
England July 4. 

WueEN Mr. Rudyard Kipling was assistant 
editor of the Pioneer, a leading paper in India, 
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he spent a vacation in Rajputana and wrote, 
according to the London Atheneum, ‘‘a most 
vivid account of some of the old Rajput cities, 
under the title of ‘Letters of Marque,’ for the 
paper. They were republished in pamphlet 
form, but withdrawn owing to some difference 
with regard tothe copyrights. This has now, 
we learn, been amicably settled, and the let- 
ters, it is probable, will be brought out in 
London.” 

STEPHEN CRANE, according to the Commercial 
Adveriiser, was born in Newark, N. J., a little 
over twenty-four years ago. When he was 
about sixteen he worked for some time on the 
New York 77i/une, and a year or two later he 
wrote a few short sketches for the Sunday edi- 
tion of that paper. Later Mr. Crane travelled 
for a syndicate, writing stories at the same 
time, and when he was nineteen years old he 
entered Lafayette College. But the study 
which is necessary to fit a man for the profes- 
sion of an engineer did not suit him, and the 
faculty suggested a change of climate. At 
Rochester University he made his mark as the 
best short-stop ever on the university team; he 
also scored a sensation by venturing to disagree 
with a professor and with St. Paul. Soon after- 
ward he was reporting on the New York Herald.

James Payn’s successor as editor of the 
Cornhill Magazine is J. St. Loe Strachey. The 
first number issued under his charge, that for 
July, will contain an introductory paper on 
‘*The Old Cornhill,” by Mrs. Richmond Rit- 
chie (‘‘Anne Thackeray’’), an eyewitness of 
most of the things worth telling about Thack- 
eray’s Cornhill. 


A PERIODICAL Started in Paris in May is of in- 
terest to all students of music. Le Journal 
Musical is to be a critical international bulletin 
of the bibliography of music. It will be pub- 
lished monthly. All publications of music will 
be entered free of charge in the catalogue; the 
better productions will also be entered in the 
critical bulletin, a subdivision of the periodical. 
Public performances of music will receive at- 
tention, the works performed being mentioned 
and a bibliography of them made in every in- 
stance. A yearly list will be made of the works 
entered monthly by subject and title, which 
will cover ground hitherto unworked in any 
country. Allpublishers of music are requested

to send their output regularly to the office o! 
publication, rr Rue St. Joseph, Paris. The 
name of the editor is not made public. Su! 
scription 6 francs a year. 

OnE of the journals of the German book 
trade will cease to appear after this month. 
This is the daily periodical called Machrichien 
aus dem Buchhandel, which was started by the 
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Bérsenverein on January 1, 1894, as an inter- 
mediary between the trade and the public. It 
was intended for book-lovers as well as book- 
sellers; whereas the Adédrsendlatt, now in its 
sixty-third year, was always expressly de- 
signed for the use of the trade. The WVach- 
richten, unfortunately, did not prove a suc- 
cess. The numberof subscribers is below 300, 
and the loss last year amounted to 13,000 
marks ($3250). Various reasons for this result 
were Stated at the general meeting of the Bo6r- 
senverein held on May 3 in the Booksellers’ 
House at Leipzig. Some complained of the 
too technical, and others of the too literary 
character of the articles, and others again of 
their length, which rendered it impossible for 
booksellers toread them. It was also suggest- 
ed that a daily issue was too frequent. How- 
ever this may be, the want of success was clear, 
and so the Nachrichten will soon end its brief 
career. 





NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 


THE BosTON MUsEvuM OF FINE ARTs is about 
to issue a new edition of Mr. Robinson’s 
‘‘Catalogue of Casts from Greek and Roman 
Sculpture,” thoroughly revised by the author. 
Many of the descriptions have been entirely 
rewritten, to embody the results of recent in- 
vestigations, and thirty-six new numbers are 
included, as well as a second index, arranged 
according to the places in which the originals 
of the casts are at present exhibited. The book 
will be published through Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co. 


Otto HARRASSOWITZ, Leipzig, has issued 
supplement No. xvi. of the Centralblatt fir 
Bibliothekswesen ‘* Beitrige zur Geschichte 
Georg Valla’s und seiner Bibliothek,” by Prof. 
J. L. Heiberg, of Copenhagen. Georg Valla 
was born in Piacenza, 1447, and died in Venice 
1498. He was one of the leading Humanists of 
his time and has the reputation of being one of 
the earliest to translate and edit Greek works. 
As a book collector he stands in the front rank. 
Dr. Heiberg bases his monograph on re- 
cently discovered material. The bibliograph- 
ical data presented by the author render his 


work extremely useful to students of the 
period as well as to librarians and bibliogra- 
phers. (130 p. 8°, pap., 5 marks.) 


H. Le SouptieEr, 174 Boulevard St. Germain, 
Paris, has just issued ‘‘ L’Annuaire de la Li- 
brairie Francaise” for 1896. Imits third year 
this most useful handbook has again increased 
in size; all its valuable information has been 
carefully revised and some new features have 
been added which increase its value, particu- 
larlyin France. It now gives full alphabetical 
lists of booksellers and publishers, with details 
of their specialties, the names of their agents, 
etc., and every conceivable kind of information 
on railroad lines, postal rulings, telegraph and 
telephone facilities, and other matters of strict- 
ly local significance. According to its plan to 
begin each year with an article devoted to a 
book-house of special prominence, the ‘‘ An- 
nuaire”’ this year treats of La Librairie Plon, of 
which the honored head, Eugéne Plon, died 
during 1895. This is followed by an apprecia- 
tive article on the book trade of the United 
States and its organization, by H. Le Soudier.

from Pynson’s edition of 1523 and 1525, edited 
by Halliday Sparling, with armorial borders 
and ornaments designed by William Morris, in 
two volumes; and ‘‘ Poems” by Theodore 
Watts-Dunton. 


J. M. LuDLow writes to 7%e Spectator to warn 
readers that the ‘‘ Théatre de Hrotswitha” is 
now well known in France tobe nothing but an 
exceedingly clever literary forgery by its pro- 
fessed editor, M. Charles Magnin. The forgery 
was discovered by some French man of letters, 
who, thinking that the nunnery of Gandesheim, 
in Swabia (not Saxony), where Hrotswitha was 
supposed to have been anun, might yield other 
literary treasures, set forth in search of it, only 
to discover that it never had any existence but 
in M. Charles Magnin’s volume. 

THE Irish Literary Society of London has be- 
gun an important work of compilation. It will 
deal with the authorities on Irish history, that 
history being divided into eight sections, and 
each sectionembracing ‘‘ (a) the contemporary 
sources; (4) the later writers who had access to 
documents now lost, and who may be assumed 
to have had other trustworthy sources of infor- 
mation; (c) the chief modern writers. An ac- 
count of each writer will be given, with a clear 
and unbiassed statement of the point of view 
from which he considered the events of which 
he wrote.” The projectors of this vast work 
of reference will not stop short at any labor 
involved in the prosecution of their scheme. It 
is proposed to include all the authorities on 
Irish history, from the Pagan era to the rejec- 
tion by the House of Lords of the Home Rule 
bill of 1892.

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Warner; an account of the work done by 
Howard and others in the reform of the prisons, 
by Major Arthur Griffiths; contributions on 
the growth of pauperism, and the mistaken at- 
tempts at relief which aggravated the evil, by 
A. L. Smith and Prof. Symes ; sketches of the 
military history of the Seven Years’ War, the 
operations in America before and after the 
Revolution, and those during the Long War 
with France, by Major Gretton; articles on the 
great English painters of the period and the 
rise of English schools of painting, by Reginald 
Hughes ; sketches of the development of Eng- 
lish literature from its Augustan age to the 
Lake school, by Prof. Saintsbury and H. D. 
Traill; the progress of medicine, by D’Arcy 
Power; and articles dealing with the buc- 
caneers of the West Indies, and the voyages of 
Anson and Cook, by C. Raymond Beazley.
